“For the sixth consecu- 
tive quarter,” Bennett said, 
“durables maintained a 
wide lead over nondurables. 
Seasonal gains were up 25.4 
and 14.5 percent, respec- 
tively, from last year. 

“Nine classes of busines- 
ses featuring durables 
posted gains of more than 20 
percent. These were office, 
store and school supplies 
stores, household furnish- 
ings and appliance dealers, 
lumber and building mate- 
rials dealers, plumbing and 
electrical sis gat stores, 
new and used car dealers, 
mobile home and trailer 
dealers, and boat, motorcy- 
cle and plane dealers. 

Bennett described the 
rapid advancement as “‘re- 
markable, because all but 
two of the business classes 
— office, store and school 
supplies stores and plumb- 
ing and electrical supplies 
stores — had made similar 
gains during the first quar- 
ter of 1976.’ 

Lumber and buildin 
material dealers reqister 
a gain of 45 percent on taxa- 
ble transactions totaling 
$605 million, while new car 
dealers experienced their 
strongest growth in more 
than five years as their sales 
jumped 30 percent. 

Mobile home, trailer, and 
camper dealers’ sales ad- 
vanced 31.5 percent, while 
sales by boat, motorcycle, 
and airplane. dealers in- 
creased by 25.3 percent. 

_For the second consecu- 
tive quarter, service sta- 
tions achieved the largest 
gain (24.1 percent) among 
usinesses featuring non-

California home prices 
continue to climb for the 
seventh consecutive month, 
Jerome Blank, Albany 
realtor and the president of 
the California Association of 
Realtors said that he 
believes the ‘Gold Rush of 
speculation,’’ a partial 
cause of the current price 
boom, has seen its day. 

Speaking before 
Penninsula area Realtors in 
San Mateo, Blank released

_BERKELEY — En- 
prec’ at Lawrence Ber- 
eley Laboratory are inves- 
tigating a revolutionary 
concept in transportation — 
an electric car with a ‘‘pow- 
ered roadway.”

he power pickup does not 
actually come in physical 
contact with the road, but is 
lowered about one inch 
above the road surface. 
Wayside power supplies, in- 
stalled adjacent to the pow- 
ered roads, would convert 
utility system power to the 
higher frequency needed by 
the system. 

Because the system 
supplies energy to the vehi- 
cle from either the power 
strip or a stored energy 
pack (battery or flywheel), 
It is called the ‘‘Dual Mode 
Electric Transportation 
System” (DMET). ‘‘This 
system is adaptable to 
trucks and buses as well as 
cars,” says Bolger. 

The following hypotheti- 
cal case illustrates the way 
the system would work: 

Let’s say Jones uses his 
automobile to drive to his of- 
fice 15 miles from his home. 
He gets into his DMET vehi- 
cle, a five-passenger, two- 
door car with generous in- 
terior dimensions, and slips 
quietly out of the garage 
without warm-up. Since the 
battery had been charged 
during the night by parking 
over a special charger on 
the garage floor, the pauery 
had more than enoug 
energy to reach the freeway 
five miles away. 

As Jones enters the free- 
way on-ramp, he flicks a 
switch on the dashboard 
which lowers the power pic- 
kup. With power coupled 
from the source on the on- 
ramp, the car accelerates to 
freeway speeds. Once on the 
freeway, Jones uses the bat- 
tery power and heads for the 
per ties powered lane. 

The freeway also has the 
usual unpowered lanes 
which Jones uses for pas- 
sing other cars. To pass, 
Jones simply moves into the 
unpowered lane on battery 
power, passes the car 
ahead, and returns to the 
powered lane. 

When Jones reaches the 
freeway off-ramp, he 
switches the power pickup 
back to the raised position, 
and drives the four miles to

Citizens Rent Assistance 
Law is a new law and was 
enacted by the State Legis- 
lature-last year. The law 
gives financial assistance to 
people 62 years of age or 
older on January 1, 1977; 
were renters between July 
1, 1976, and June 30, 1977; 
and who had total household 
incomes of $5,000 or less last 
year,” Sen. Petris said. 

“This bill is not to be con- 
fused with the Senior Citi- 
zens Property Tax Assis- 
tance program which 
grants assistance to 
homeowners 62 years and 
over with incomes up to 
$12,000 and who must also 
file by August 31, 1977. 

“The number of claims 
filed may be low because 
many senior citizens don’t 
know about this new prog- 
ram.

“This scenario illustrates 
several important features 
of the system,” says Bolger. 
“The energy system re- 

uires no attention from the 

river other than casual 
monitoring; charging is au- 
tomatic and no restrictive 
driving procedures are in- 
volved. The only unusual 
requirement is to raise and 
lower the power pickup.” 

“The energy pack is typi- 
cal of those currently avail- 
able,’ says Bolger. ‘‘Ad- 
vanced batteries or 
flywheels could reduce the 
pack’s eight, increase the 
vehicle’s performance and 
reduce its cost, but they are 
not required for functional 
and economical DMET sys- 
tems in the near future.’ 

According to Bolger, the 
purchase price of a DMET 
car would be greater than 
the price of an equivalent 
car with an internal com- 
bustion engine, but the 
operating cost of a DMET 
car would be lower, and the 
car’s life span would be 
longer.

Bolger and his colleagues 
have peepee a feasibilit, 
study of the system in whic 
they estimate the cost of 
equipping existing acenave 
with powered lanes to be 
about $400,000 per lane- 
mile. Bolger points out that 
this is less than one-tenth of 
the cost of building a lane- 
mile of a new urban free- 
way. “The DMET system 
could be installed gradually 
on existing freeways,” says 
Bolger, ‘‘without denying 
use of the freeways to other 
cars.” 


According to the study, 
the cost for both the system 
and the extra generating 
capacity that would be re- 
quired could be amortized

through motor vehicle taxes 
at acost of less than one-half 
cent per vehicle mile. 

In a DMET system, the 
ability to meter the ener; 
and mileage used by a vehi- 
cle provides an equitable 
basis for billing the sys- 
tem’s costs to the user, ac- 
cording to Bolger. 

“The system could be de- 
signed to be highly effi- 
cient,” says Bolger, ‘“‘and 
would thus use less energy 
than today’s car.” 

“Since the energy for in- 
ternal combustion engine 
cars comes from gasoline, 
and the energy for DMET 
cars comes from electricity, 
their comparative energy 
consumption is best thought 
of in terms of kilowatt hours

of energy used by each car 
to travel one mile,”’ says 
Bolger. ‘“‘Our study indi- 
cates that a car with an in- 
ternal combustion engine 
that gets 18 miles per gallon 
on the road uses more than 
two kilowatt hours of energy 
per mile, while a DMET car 
would use less than one 
kilowatt hour of energy per 
mile.” 

Bolger points out that 
while fuel for today’s au- 
tomobiles has only one 
source — petroleum, the

Top reduction noted in the 
reports was the 66 percent 
drop by the City of Paradise 
in Butte County during the 
first six months of 1977 
compared with the same 
period of 1976 — from 846 
million — and the 64 percent 
reduction achieved in the 
area served by El Dorado 
Irrigation District for the 
first five months this year, 
In 1976 El Dorado consumed 
3,687 million gallons of 
water for domestic and 
irrigation purposes, 
January 1 to May 31, while 
this ‘year the total was 
lowered to 1,315 million 
gallons. 

East Bay Municipal 


Utilities District customers |, 


cut their January 
consumptton by eipat 
percent, but by May had 
slashed it by 54 percent, and 
their six-months average 
this year is 35 percent under 
the same months for 1976 — 
37,259 million gallons to 
24,127 million. 

San Francisco’s record 
was similarly impressive, 
Schober pointed out. There 
the January reduction was 
only one percent under 
January last year, but by 
May the use had dropped by 
42 percent, the six-months 
average reduction being 28 
percent. Gallonage for the 
period dropped from 18,859 
million to 13,563 million. 

Schober said that he 
believed that success of the 
water conservatiou 

rogram to date reflected 
‘great credit on the State 
departments and agencies 
which have contributed 
their skills and efforts to the
